And the 
finding of the lost sheep is clearly 
the Saviour’s way of illustrating 
the birth of a soul, the salvation of 
a poor lost sinner. 


As the Lost Sheep Might 
Tell It 


We have the Saviour’s account 
of the finding of the lost sheep in 
the Scripture above. It is a beauti- 
ful story. But to open our eyes to

Every good Christian is interest- 
ed in getting out the Gospel and 
reaching the unsaved for Christ. 
Every good Christian, therefore, 
should be interested in using e- 
very possible means to reach the 
greatest possible number of lost 
men, women and children with 
the truth of salvation through the 
Saviour. That is why a good Chris- 
tian is for the Sunday School. 
‘That is why good Ohristians are 
for, and support, the regular 
church services where the whole 
counsel of God is faithfully pre- 
sented. That is why good Chris- 
tians are for foreign and home 
missions, for child evangelism, for 
youth programs and fellowships, 
for rescue missions and other 
forms of sowing the precious seed 
of the Gospel. That is why every 
good Christian is thoroughly sold 
on revival and mass evangelism. 

In exactly the same way, and 
for exactly the same reasons, good 
Christians who are interested in 
using every sensible method that 
they “might by all means save 
some,”’ as Paul said he was, should 
be prayerfully distributing good 
books of evangelistic sermons 
which plainly present the plan of 
Salvation to those who are. un- 
converted. Here is a ministry 
which takes no special talent and 
can be enthusiastically entered in- 
to by anyone who has a willing 
heart. 

Books of sermons for the un- 
saved have a definite advantage 
and meet a definite need which 
often is fulfilled in no other way. 
Evangelistic sermon books are ef- 
fectively used to reach many who 
wul not go to church. Many lost 
people are too proud to be seen 
in church, others feel embarrass- 
ment over association with religi- 
ous people, some could not take 
the ridicule of their cronies if they 


gospel’s sake 


went to church, and still others 
have other reasons, real and fan- 
cied, why they refuse to attend. 
But many of this same -group 
would read a strong gospel ser- 
mon in the privacy of their own 


home if they had the opportunity. 

Many wives, for example, could 
leave a good book of salvation 
sermons in some prominent place 
where their husbands could see it 
when looking for something to 
read. Often unconverted husbands 
are not so hard as they let on! 
When no one else is home and

feel no one will ever know, they 
will pick up an attractive, appeal- 
ing book and read it! 

Sermon books will also reach 
others who cannot go to church. 
Many, especially in the larger in- 
dustrial areas, work seven days 
a week, are on awkward afternoon 
and night shifts, and are other- 
wise limited as far as their op- 
portunities to attend revivals or 
regular church services. A good 
book prayerfully given to such an 
individual might easily result in 
their conversion. 


Another adv antage in giving out 
good sermon books to. the un- 
saved is that the sermons are 
preserved for detailed study. An 
unconverted person often forgets 
what he hears the preacher say 
in church, what the Scripture re- 
ference was.that stirred his: heart 
and he wants to check, etc., but 
with a book the sermon is there 
to be read and studied again and 
again, if desired. The points of 
emphasis cannot be forgotten or 
lost. The Scripture references are 
there to be checked with the Bible 
for exactness and accuracy. 

Still another advantage in the 
written sermon is that it can be 
read unhurriedly and carefully. 
Often a passionate preacher, 
speaking out of a burning heart 
and wanting to get in as much 
truth as time will allow, proceeds 
faster than his lost listener can 
carefully follow. Other preachers 
lose their hearers attention by 
speaking too slowly and the listen- 
er’s mind wanders to other mat- 
ters. But with a book each can 
follow according to his own abil- 
ity to grasp truth, quickly or 
slowly. 

There are, of course, many other 
advantages of the written message 
but suffice it to say that all who 
really want to be “made all things 
to all men”. that they “might 
by all means save some,” will in- 
the giving of evangelistic 
sermon books to the unsaved as 
as part of their ministry “for the 
gospel’s sake.”’ 


The Kind of Books to Buy 

Of course care should be exer- 
cised concerning the books you 
give to the unsaved! Not every 
book is good and some are def- 
initely harmful.

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lieve sincerely that Christ died on 
the cross, believe that He paid 
for their sins as well as for sing 
of the world. That is a head be« 
lief, not a heart trust. They be- 
lieve certain facts about Christ 
but have not believed on Him, that 
is, depended on Him or trusted 
Him. 


The truth is that Christ has 
paid for all of our sins, whéther 
we believe it or not. But that does 
not save everybody. One must per- 
sonally depend upon Christ. That 
takes a heart decision, a loving 
acceptance of what Christ hag 
done for us and dependence upon 
Him, 

That is the sense of Paul’s 
statement in II Timothy 1:12, 
“ .. . for I know whom I have 
believed, and am persuaded that 
he is able to keep that which 
I have committed unto him a- 
gainst that day.” A Bible faith, 
that is, saving faith, is a committal 
unto Christ or dependence upon 
Christ. 


What is the difference between 
zeal and emotion? 


It is an old, old custom of 
modernists and unbelievers’ td 
criticize soul Winners and to acs 
cuse them of “appealing to the 
emotions” and such like. 


Throughout the Bible the Lord 
uses a strong legitimate appeal 
to the emotions. For example, fear 
is an emotion. “Noah . . . moved 
with fear, prepared an ark to the 
saving of his house” (Heb. 11:7). 
So fear is a legitimate appeal, 
provided it is an honest appeal, 
that is, provided there are things 
that sensible people ought to fear, 
such as Hell, judgment, the wrath 
of God. 

Love and hate are emotions. But 
Jesus used this appeal. He said, 
“No man can serve two masters’ 
for either he will hate the one, 
and love the other; or else he 
will hold to the one, and despisd 
the other. Ye cannot serve God 
and mammon” (Matt. 6:24). 


Sorrow is an emotion. Yet the 
Bible plainly says, “Godly sorrow 
worketh repentance” (II Cor. 7: 
10). So the Bible clearly teaches 
that it is proper and right for one 
to be sorry for his sins and turn 
from them, and preachers ought 
to preach that. 


The Bible commands Christians 
to go with great concern and zeal, 
even with tears. “They that sow 
in tears shall reap in-joy. Ha 
that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubt 
less come again with rejoicing, 
bringing his sheaves with him” 
(Ps. 126:5, 6). Jesus wept over 
Jerusalem (Luke 19:41). Paul 
preached at Ephesus “night and 
day with tears” (Acts 20:31). Tha 
truth is that the people who de- 
spise evangelists and other soul 
winners are not good Christians. 
They do not care about lost sin- 
ners as they should. Such an at- 
titude ought to be rebuked as 


sinful and unchristian.

Does this plan have the approval of the pastor or other proper 


officials? 


Several days ago I had a letter 
from a former Bob Jones Universi- 
ty student who feels called of God 
to work in rural districts in a 
western state, He is the pastor of 
some country churches and works 
four or five days a week to sup- 
plement his living. This young man 
tells about how the Lord is helping 
him lead people to Jesus Christ 
and how he is holding Gospel serv- 
ices in homes. Almost every day 
we have a letter from some Bob 
Jones University foreign mission- 
ary or evangelist or pastor or 
Christian school teacher or maybe 
a businessman telling us about how 
the emphasis on soul winning and 
the down-to-the-earth Christian

Becoming Hard- 
ened Toward 
Sinful 
Things 


By Charles H. Spurgeon 


“I shall never forget standing by 
the bedside of a youth who had 
been in my Sunday School class; 
he had received very little good 
training at home, and though he 
was but a lad of 17, he became 
a drunkard, and drank himself to 
death at one debauch. I saw him, 
and talked to him, and tried to 
point him to the Saviour, and 
heard at last the death-rattle in 
his throat; and as I went down- 
stairs, I thought everybody a fool 
for doing anything except prepar- 
ing to die. I began to look upon the 
men who drove the carts in the 
street, those who were busy at 
their shops, and those who were 
Selling their wares, as being all 
foolish for attending to anything 
except their eternal business, and 
myself most of all foolish for not 
pointing dying sinners to a living 
Christ, and inviting them to trust 
in His precious blood. And yet, 
in an hour or so, all things took 
their usual shape, and I began to 
think that I was not dying after 
all, and I could go away and be 
as unconcerned as before,—I could 
begin to think that men were, 
after all, wise in thinking of this 
world, and not the next; I mean 
not that I really thought so, but 
I fear I acted as if I thought so; 
the impression of the . deathbed 
was so soon obliterated. 


“It is sadly true, that even a 
Christian will grow by degrees so 
callous, that the sin which once 
startled him, and made his blood 
run cold, does not alarm him in 
the least. I can speak from my 
own experience. When first I 
heard an oath, I stood aghast, and 
knew not where to hide myself; 
yet now, if I hear an impreca- 
tion or blasphemy against God, 
though a shudder still runs 
through my veins, there is not 
that solemn feeling, that intense 
anguish, which I felt when first 
I heard such evil utterances. By 
degrees we get familiar with sin. 
I am fearful that even preaching 
against sin may have an injurious 
effect upon the preacher. I frankly 
confess that there is a tendency, 
with those of us who have to 
speak upon these themes, to treat 
them professionally, rather than 
to make application of them to 
ourselves; and thus we lose our 
dread of evil in some degree, just 
as young doctors soon lose their 
tender nervousness in the disect- 
ing-room. We are compelled in our 
office to see ten thousand things 
which at first are heart-breakers 
to us. In our young ministry, when 
we meet with hypocrisy and in- 
consistency, we are ready to lie 
down and die; but the tendency 
in after years is to take these 
terrible evils as matters of course. 
Worldliness, covetousness, and 
carnality shock us most at the 
outset of our work: is not this; 
a sad sign, that even God’s min- 
isters may feel the hardening ef- 
fect of sin? I daily feel that the | 
atmosphere of earth has as much 
a tendency to harden my heart 
as to harden plaster which is 
newly spread upon the wall; and 
unless I am baptized anew with 
the Spirit of God, and constantly 
stand at the foot of the cross, 
reading the curse of sin in the 
erimson hieroglyphics of my Sav- 
iour’s dying agonies, I shall be- 
come as steeled and _ insensible 


[as many professors already are.”

Referring to the 
famous Rocky Mount Baptist 
Church case of North Carolina, 
Dr. McCall makes a slanderous 
attack against the pastor of that 
church. He _ says, “His wild 
charges, which continue to be 
echoed by equally vicious enemies 
of Southern Baptist life included, 
according to the Associated Press, 
the ridiculous assertion that a pro- 
fessor of the seminary believed 
that Jesus was not conceived of 
the Holy Spirit but was the son 
of a German soldier garrisoned 
near Nazareth.” Of course it was 
Dr. Nels F. S. Ferre, from Van- 
derbilt University, who was select- 
ed by Seminary officials to give 
the Gay Lectures at Louisville in 
1947, to whom the pastor referred, 
and the Associated Press called 
him a professor in the Seminary. 
But the facts are still as the pas- 
tor charged. 


Our letter to the California 
brother follows. 


“In the Rocky Mount Church 
case, the state Baptist secretary 
went on the witness stand and Dr. 
W. W. Barnes from Southwestern 
Baptist Theological Seminary 
where he was long professor of 
Church history, and swore that a 
Baptist church was not really a 
Baptist church if it ceased to co- 
operate with the Southern Baptist 
Convention, or something like that, 
and on their sworn testimony the 
court took the property away from 
the Baptist church and gave it 
to a minority who wanted to stay 
in the Convention and support the 
Convention.

truth is that Dr. Nels Ferre was 
brought to the Seminary to lecture 
for one week, delivering the Gay 
Lectures in 1947 and he does say 
that Jesus may have been the son 
of a blond German soldier. That is 
in Nels Ferre’s book, The Chris- 
tian Understanding of God, page 
191. There Ferre said: 


““As a matter of fact, the ref- 
erence in John to the claim by the 
Jews to the effect that they were 
not born in adultery could give 
external credence to a Nazi claim 
that Jesus was German. Mary, we 
remember, was found pregnant be- 
fore her engagement to mild 
Joseph. Nazareth was hard by a 
Roman garrison where the soldiers 
were German mercenaries. Jesus is 
also reported throughout a con- 
tinuous part of the history of art, 
it is claimed, to have been blond. 
This is supposedly unnatural for 
the Mediterranean countries where 
this same tradition started and 
was continued. Hence Jesus must 
have been the child of a German 
soldier! After all, the claim de- 
velops, such is the experience of 
many girls near military camps. 
His great genius, spiritual agony, 
and serene victory would thus be 
accounted for, as far as the un- 
usual conditions go which gave 
him the chance to respond in an 
exceptional manner in the fullness 
of time. Such an interpretation has 
been made of his life, and who can 
deny that such a conjecture could 
be true?’ . 


“This man (Ferre) was there 
by invitation of the Seminary 
speaking to the seminary students 
as a paid lecturer, and did deny 
the virgin birth of Christ, and Dr. 
McCall knows it. The fact that he 
is not a regular professor does not 
change the fact a particle. And all 
of us have a right to suppose that 
some of the professors are sym- 
pathetic toward Ferre’s attitude or 
they would not want him at the 
Seminary. We all have a right to 
believe that anybody who boosts 
modernists is friendly to their doc- 
trine and anybody who pays mod- 
ernists to come and lecture to 
Southern Baptist students obvious- 
ly hopes their students will follow 
some of the teaching they hear. 
Ferre was engaged by the Semin- 
ary and the Seminary is respon- 
sible for his teaching there. In- 
stead of dodging the issue Dr. Mc- 
Call ought to confess the sin and 
renounce it and ought to promise 
Southern Baptists that they will 
not now have any more infidels to 
speak at the Southern Baptist 
Seminary. This slandering of good 
people because they oppose mod- 
ernism in the Seminary is wicked. 
Any man’s case is a poor case 
when the only way he can defend 
himself is to slander the people 
who bring the facts and show his 
mistakes or false doctrine.” 


We ask any spiritually minded 
Christian, should we hire infidels, 
who deny the deity of Christ and 
all essentials of the Christian faith, 
to lecture to our student minis- 
ters? Do you feel it honors God 
for your gifts to be used fer this

“Opposes Worldliness and Formalism”’ 


By Rev. Walter E. Handford, Vice President

A friend in Pennsylvania wrote 
a short while ago and asked what 
we mean on the masthead on the” 
top of page one of THE SworRpD OF 
THE LorD where it says, “Opposes 
Worldliness and Formalism.” You 
may have asked the same ques- 
tion, so we print our answer. 


Dear Brotner ..<<<see— : 


You asked what we mean when 
we state that we “oppose world- 
liness and formalism.” 

First let me deal with the ques- 
tion of worldliness. Read I John 
2:15-17. Here we find that God 
tells us, “Love not the _ worid, 
neither the things that are in 
the world. If any man love the 
world, the love of the Father is 
not in him. For all that is in 
the world, the lust of the flesh, 
and the lust of the eyes, and the 
pride of life, is not of the Father, 
but is of the world. And the world 
passeth away, and the lust thereof: 
but he that doeth the will of God 
abideth for ever.” If a person has 
honestly trusted Christ as his Sav- 
iour, he is commanded to love 
the Lord and not put much stock 
in the things of this life. When 
Christ saves a soul, He gives a 
new set of ambitions, desires and 
appetites. A Christian’s body be- 
comes the temple of the Holy 
Spirit (I Cor. 6:19) and should be 
under His control. 


The Holy Spirit, if we are sen- 
sitive to His leading, will lead on 
to a life of holy, pure living. 
Anything that would harm our 
testimony for the Lord becomes 
sin. Here at the Sword of the Lord 
we believe that things like drink- 
ing, smoking; dancing, the Holly- 
wood movies, card playing, etc., all 
tend to spoil the testimony of a 
Christian and lead to sin in the 
life. They just are not consistent 
with the new life in Christ. IT Cor- 
inthians 5:17 says “Therefore if 


any man be in Christ, he is a 


new creature: old things are pass- 
ed away; behold, all things are 
become ‘new.” 


When we say we oppose formal- 
ism we mean what Paul said in II 
Timothy 3:5, “Having a form of 
godliness, but denying the power 
thereof.’”’ In thousands of churches 
today the services follow a little 
formal routine that appears very 
plous and makes people feel re- 
ligious.”” But usually there is no 
great moving of the heart nor 
preaching with power and convic- 
tion. The unsaved can come and 
feel very quiet but never be con- 
victed of sin, nor be led to faith 
in Christ. In the New Testament 
times described in the Book of 


Acts, there is no special form of 
worship indicated, but rather the 
emphasis is on informality with 
powerful, Spirit-filled preaching. 
Unfortunately even many 
churches, where the doctrine is 
sound and orthodox, never see 
souls saved and never see any 
real moving of God's Spirit. Vainly 
they substitute ceremony, routine 
and form for the power of God 
and they go year after year 
struggling to keep going. 


I hope this has helped you to 
understand why we oppose world- 
liness and formalism. Our chief 
burden is to see souls won to Christ 
and to see churches revived and 
blessed. Therefore, we must be a- 
gainst those things which keep 
Christians from being soul win- 
ners and encourage churches to be 
satisfied without God’s power.

jobs, at which he generally made 
good. He loved to play baseball, 
and he was fast on the diamond. 
In 1883 his team won the state 
championship. This brought his 
playing to the attention of A. C. 
(“Pop’’) Anson, manager of the 
Chicago Whitestockings. Thus be- 
gan Billy Sunday’s big league 
baseball career—at $60 a month. 


He was converted in Chicago on 
a Sunday afternoon, listening to 
an evangelistic group from Pacific 
Garden Mission, in an open-air 
service. He began attending a 
Presbyterian church, where he 
met Helen A. Thompson, daughter 
of a Chicago dairyman and ice 
cream manufacturer. She was 
active in Christian Endeaver

work. He loved her from the time 
he saw her until he cried, “Ma, 
I’m getting dizzy,” and died, more 
than half a hundred years later. 
Her love and influence were de- 
cisive—always decisive. 

After his conversion Billy Sun- 
day began giving Christian talks, 
mostly on Sundays. He became in- 
creasingly convinced that he 
should give his full time to Chris- 
tian work. He had signed a con- 
tract with an eastern league. He 
told the Lord*that if He wished 
him to go into Christian work to 


get him a release. The release 


came, 

Sunday went to work for the 
Chicago Y. M. C. A. Later, he 
became assistant to Dr. J. Wilbur

saved. The righteousness we need 
is the righteousness obtained in 
being born again, so different from 
human morality. 

Verses 21 and 22 show how a 
Christian should interpret the law. 
Not only those who actually and 
literally kill are guilty, but one 
who is “angry with his brother 
without a cause,” or one who calls 
his brother “Raca” (or dunce) or 
“Thou fool” is also guilty. An un- 
regenerate man who scorns his 
brother enough to call him a fool 
will be punished in Hell as a mur- 
derer, guilty of breaking the law! 
Compare this with Christ’s inter- 
pretation of the command about a- 
dultery in verses 27 and 28. And 
hatred equals murder (I John 3: 
15). 

The Ten Commandments say, 
“Thou shalt not kill,” but one 
who hates in his heart is guilty 
of murder (I John 3:15), and one 
who even despises his brother e- 
nough to call him a fool is in dan- 
ger of Hell-fire. 


Jesus Did Not Contradict nor 
Countermand the Old 
Testament 


It is of utmost importance to 
see that Jesus is here endorsing 
and authenticating all the Old 
Testament. The term, “the law,” 
in verse 17, refers to the Penta- 
teuch. The term, “the prophets,” 
refers to the major and minor 
prophets of the Old Testament, but 
in general the two terms here 
meant the whole Old Testament, 
and Jesus came not to destroy 
but to fulfil the Old Testament 
Scripture. Those who would re- 
ject the creation account in Gen- 
esis, the story of the flood, or 
the miracles of Exodus must deal 
with Jesus Christ who declared 
that not one jot or tittle, the small- 
est letter and part of a letter 
in the Hebrew language, would 
pass away till all be fulfilled. 

After Christ’s resurrection He 
again declared that one was a 
fool even to be slow in heart to 
believe all that the prophets have 
spoken. “And beginning at Moses 
and all the prophets, he expound- 
ed unto them in all the scriptures 
the things concerning himself” 
(Luke 24:25-27). The Lord Jesus 
meant “all the scriptures’; the 
whole Old Testament is the in- 
spired, infallible Word of God. 
Some modernists teach a “pro- 
gressive revelation,” by which 


they mean that some parts of! 


the Bible are perfect and some 
less perfect, that the Bible is 
simply a record of religious 
thoughts and growth of the Jew- 
ish people, containing some rev- 
elation from God. Such modern- 
ists claim that the Old Testament 
does not give a true picture of 
God and they further set them- 
selves up as judges of the moral 
standards of the Old Testament. 
But such teaching contradicts the 
plain statements of Jesus Christ. 

Revelation in the Bible is pro- 
gressive only in the sense that 
God revealed more about Himself

and His will in additional rev- 
elations. But the first sentence in 
Genesis is as infallibly and per- 
fectly the very Word of God as is 
John 3:16. 

Some shallow students would 
try to make the Lord Jesus con- 
tradict Himself in this same fifth 
chapter of Matthew. They foolish- 
ly think that Jesus condemned 
certain Old Testament teachings 
after He had plainly said that the 
law and the prophets were im- 
perishable and that He did not 
come to destroy the Old Testa- 
ment. Such students call attention 
to the six times in this chapter 
in which Jesus said, “It was said 

. But I say unto you... ” 
or similar terms, as if Jesus con- 
tradicted the Old Testament. But 
this He did not do as you will 
see, 

1. In verses 21 and 22 Jesus en- 
dorses the plain Old Testament 
commard, “Thou shalt not kill 
... ” But He adds His own in- 
terpretation that even anger and 
despising one’s’ brother are sins 
that will bring judgment. Not a 
hint here that Jesus contradicts 
the Old Testament! 


2. In verses 27, 28 Jesus not 
only endorses the Old Testament 
law about adultery, but says that 
God even judges the heart of man 
in regard to this sin. 

3. In verses 31, 32 Jesus not only 
endorsed the Mosaic restriction on 
divorce, but He added even furth- 
er restrictions. 

4. In verses 33, 34 Jesus not only 
endorsed tiie Old Testament com- 
mand that one should not break 
his oath, but added that we should 
“swear not at all.” 

5. In verses 38, 39 Jesus not on- 
ly endorses the Old Testament 
command “an eye for an eye,” 
but says that the Christian should 
immediately offer to make double 
restitution. If he deserves to be 
smitten on one cheek, he shall of- 
fer two. If he is sued at the law 
for his coat, he shall give his 
cloak also. If he is compelled by 
just law to go a mile in fulfilling 
the Old Testament command, he 
shall go two miles. 


6. In verses 43 and 44 Jesus not 
only endorses the plain Old 
Testament command, “Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor,” but He openly 
destroys the addition of the 
scribes, teaching that they should 
“hate thine enemy,” which con- 
tradicted the Old Testament law. 
See Leviticus 19:17, 18. The Old 
Testament nowhere commanded 
people to hate their enemies. That 
was a contradiction Jewish teach- 
ers had added. 

In every single case Jesus not 
only verified the Old Testament 
law, but gave it wider spiritual 
application.

Chapman, one of the most elegant 
and successful evangelists of his 
times. His salary was $40 a week. 
Chapman, after two or three 
years, decided to go back to the 
pastorate. He wrote a group of 
friends at Garner, Iowa, a town 
of | 1,000, "with three Protestant 
churches, suggesting they invite 
Sunday to hold a meeting. Sunday 
began the meeting in the opera 
house January 9, 1896 (the year 
Bryan was first nominated, at 
Chicago, for President). The meet- 
ing lasted a week. There were a- 
round 100 conversions, and his 
“thank offering’ was $68. 


That was the beginning. He 
conducted more than 300 separate 
revivals all over the United 
States. He is reputed to have 
spoken to 100 million people—in 
a day before radios and loud

speakers. It has been estimated 
that more than 1 million people 
“hit the sawdust trail.” He died 
of a heart attack November 6, 
1935, at his brother-in-law’s home 
in Chicago. His funeral was held 
in Moody Memorial Church,

Billy Sunday was a man of 
talent, not a man of genius. He 
could not, like the Greeks, origi- 
nate; but with his superior intelli- 
gence he could, like the Romans, 
take what the Greeks had origi- 
nated and put it to marvelous 
practical use. When he first start- 
ed holding meetings on his own, 
he imitated the softspoken, digni- 
fied Chapman. Dr. Frank Beards- 
ley, author of that classic, Amer- 
ican Revivals, once told me that 
he knew Sunday well in those days 
and that he imitated Chapman 
from head to foot. Sunday wore 
a white vest, stiff-front shirt, wing- 
ed collar and white bow tie. He 
was very much on the correct side, 
in mannerisms and in dress. And 
he, even in those days, parted 
his hair in the middle, as he ever 
afterward did. 


He not only imitated Chapman, 
but he tried out others, Finally, 
he leaned more and more to- 
ward the methods of M. M. Wil- 
liams. Dr, Beardsley told me that 
he never in his life saw such a 
knock-down-and-drag-out preach- 
er as Williams was. More and 
more, Williams’ ways were getting 
down Billy’s alley. But more and 
more Billy was losing his own 
identity. He was becoming every- 
thing in general and nothing in 
particular. 


But it wasn’t long until the 
liquid stuff of his nature began 
to jell, and he became increasing- 
ly conscious of his own individual- 
ity and his actual and, most of 
all, potential powers. And that was 
a mark of high intelligence. 


It was true that the body of his 
sermons was composed of material 
from other preachers. He was con- 
stantly criticised for this ‘‘borrow- 
ing.’ On one or two occasions he 
was deeply embarrassed. But even 
so objective a writer as Mr. Mc- 
Loughlin thinks that the charges 
were out of all proportion and 
that the “borrowings” were legi- 
timate. “ .. . most of Sunday’s 
borrowings were, as he said, mere- 
ly brief ‘illustrations’—anecdotes, 
jokes, supposedly true stories— 
which he employed to point up 
some particular moral doctrine.” 

As a matter of plain fact, 
America and Europe borrowed 
from Rome; Rome borrowed from 


Greece; Greece borrowed 
from the _ Babylonian-Assyrian 
world, and that world got 


what it had from Nimrod. 
Once or twice in my life I have 
been elated that I had (I thought) 
hit on a brand new idea. I was 
really proud, And then, months 
later, reading an old book late 
at night, I found that some old 
fool thousands of years ago had 
beat me to it. As a matter of 
fact, ministers contemporary with 
Sunday, especially Chapman, felt 
honored that he could make such 
good use of their material. His 
use of it kept it working the year 
around, 


Ii 


We come now to 
serious criticisms. 


The first one of course is the 
matter of the cost of his meetings. 
His enemies were constantly play- 
ing that up, and even the friends 
of his campaigns were often dis- 
turbed. His campaigns were 
thought of in terms of what 
sounded like huge sums. And then 
local preachers were constantly 
comparing what they got “for a 
whole year” with what Billy Sun- 
day got for “just a few weeks.” 
This was one of the most effective 
arguments the modernists used to 
destroy evangelism when they be- 
gan to muscle in on the American 
churches behind the leadership of 
S. Parkes Cadman and Harry Em- 
erson Fosdick. 


We don’t have to be in any 
doubt at all about the money 
side. Mr. McLoughlin has produced 
figures showing that Sunday’s 
campaigns from 1906 to 1918 did 
not often cost over $50,000. Prior 
to 1914 none of his campaigns cost 
over $25,000. His expenses from 
1912 to 1918 averaged almost 
$10,000 a week. His five most ex- 
pensive campaigns were as follows:

That is the cost of 51 weeks 
of meetings in five of the largest 
cities of the country. 


In reflecting on the costs of 
Billy Sunday’s meetings I decided 
that I would do some investigat- 
ing of my own. I went and got 
my old faded copy of the 1945 
World Almanac, published by the 
New York World-Telegram, and 
turned to pages 761-63, where I 
found complete statistical inform- 
ation regarding prize fighting for 
the years 1919-1935. That’s only 
16 years. And I am here referring 
to the heavyweight championship 
fights conducted by Jack Demp- 
sey, Gene Tunney, Max Schmel- 
ing, Tom Heeny, Benny Leonard, 
Max Baer, Firpo, Jack Sharkey, 
Wills, Joe Louis, and Georges Car- 
penter. 


I am not here referring to any 
lightweight fights, nor to any 
baseball games, nor to any foot- 
ball games, nor to any theaters, 
nor to any circuses: only the 
heavyweight championship fights 
from 1919-1935—16 years. 

The gate receipts for 
fights totaled $16,190,159. 


The gate receipts for the Demp- 
sey-Tunney fight in Philadelphia 
on September 23, 1926, totaled 
$1,895,723, Billy Sunday’s 11-week 
revival in Philadelphia cost 
$105,889.95. 

The gate receipts for the Demp- 
sey-Sharkey fight in New York on 
July 21, 1927 totaled $1,083,529. 
Billy Sunday’s 10-week revival in 
New ‘York cost $200,168.87. 


The gate receipts for the Demp- 
sey-Tunney fight in Chicago on 
September 22, 1927, totaled 
$2,650,000. Billy Sunday’s 10-week 
Chicago Campaign cost $135,000. 

Mr. McLoughlin shows that Bil- 
ly Sunday’s total offerings from 
1907-1918 amounted to $1,139,315. 
which averaged around $80,000 a 
year. His total offerings for all 
those years amounted to a little 
more (if any at all) than Jack 
Dempsey received for four prize 
fights. 

And out of his personal offerings 
Billy Sunday paid a third of all 
the salaries of his large staff. 

Sunday’s New York offering a- 
mounted to $120,490. He gave e- 
very cent of it to the Red Cross. 
Y. M. C, A. and the Y. W. C. «A. 
for war work. 

Sunday’s Chicago offering a- 
mounted to. $56,000. He gave e-

very cent of it to the Pacific Gar. 
den Mission—an institution that 
is still a great and blessed light- 
house, not only close by Skid Row, 
but out over the ether waves for 
thousands of miles away. 

+ * * 


The record, as Mr. McLoughlin 
shows, is absolutely clear that Bil- 
ly Sunday was certainly not an 
evangelist “for what he could get 
out of it.” Money definitely was 
not decisive with him. Robert F. 
Glosup offered Sunday a contract 
for $20,000 for chautauqua dates 
for July and August. There would 
be no revival details to worry a- 
bout; no pouring out of sweat and 
energy trying to get men to ac- 
cept Christ; no worries of any 
kind; everthing would be set up, 
and the $20,000 would be on the 
barrel head. Sunday refused the 
offer. 


When he was in New York 
he was offered $200,000 to make 
one movie. He refused. He had 
many other almost fabulous offers 
to make a movie. “They can’t 
make a movie of my mug.” 

When Sunday quit baseball for 
the Y. M. C. A., the Cincinnati 
team offered him a contract cal- 
ling for $500 a month—a big sum 
in those days. He refused. His 
Salary at the Y. M. C. A. was 
$83.33 a month. He went to work 
at 8 a. m., and worked until 10 
p. m. He had_ to support a wife 
and one child, and he had to con- 
tribute to the support of an in- 
valid brother. To save money he 
walked to and from work, he went 
without lunch, he dyed his old 
and worn clothes, he wore a cellu- 
loid collar. 


Money-lovers don’t do that sort 
of thing—not with a contract for 
$500 a month dangling before 
their eyes. 

The people who _ criticized 
Sunday about money were those 
who never gave him any. The 
people who criticized him about 


money, for the most part, 
were never heard to open their 
mouths about the costs - of 


American amusements—especially 
prize fights. You don’t hear them 
criticizing the cost of those a- 
musements today; only the com- 
paratively handful of dollars that 
are given to keep this country 
from the hog wallow of pagan 
slop—only that!

Sunday was constantly criticiz- 
ed about his “trail hitters.” “How 
many of them were genuine?” 
“How many really united with 
churches?” “How many really 
stuck?” Wherever his name was 
mentioned these questions were 
hurled. 


Billy Sunday never one time 
claimed that all the “trail hitters” 
were converted to Christ. Nobody 
else with any real sympathy with 
his work made such a claim. The 
claim was made by the news- 
papers; not so much a claim, but 
the reports they gave were of 
the “trail hitters.” So many thou- 
sand in this campaign as compar- 
ed with so many thousand in an- 
other campaign. In no informed, 
intelligent mind did “trail hitting’’ 
equate with definite conversions 
to Christ. 


But thousands of the “trail hit- 
ters” were genuinely converted. 
The “trail” led to Christ, not a- 
way from Him. If a man were 
going to Christ, the “sawdust 
trail” led that way. That “trail” 
never led one man to Hell. You 
can bank on that. There are thou- 
sands of people all over this vast 
land, and on many foreign fields, 
who will thank God throughout 
eternity for Billy Sunday’s “saw- 
dust trail.” Thousands of them are 
not ashamed of it. They have 
never forgotten it, nor will they 
ever forget it. Something happen- 
ed to them on that trail that had 
never happened before; and what 
happened is still with them. 


The genuine results varied ac- 
cording to locality, according to 
the zeal and earnestness of the 
follow-up work of the local church- 
es. And in some cases, aS was 
true with Christ and the apostles, 
the power of God was manifested 
more than in other places. The 
Des Moines (Iowa) Register made 
a survey of the Sunday campaign 
in Des Moines. Four thousand of 
the 10,200 trail hitters had been 
non-Christians. Twenty-five per 
cent of those had joined churches. 
A thousand additions to the 
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churches of Des Moines from one 
meeting is not bad! 
* - > 

In addition to the “trail hitters” 
and the genuine converts, Billy 
Sunday’s meetings toned up the 
spiritual and moral life not only 
of the city where he was preach- 
ing, but for miles each way be- 
yond that city. When he was 
preaching in Atlanta, I happen to 


know that his meeting was dis- 
cussed from Evansville, Indiana, 
to Jacksonville, Florida. A Billy 


Sunday meeting was a spiritual 
and moral cold bath. 

Now here is an aspect of Billy 
Sunday’s meetings that Mr. Mc- 
Loughlin does not deal with. 
have never heard anybody 
deal with it; What would have 
happened in the lives of those 
multitudes of “trail hitters” if they 
hadn’t hit the trail? How many 
broken homes were saved on that 
trail? How many suicides were 
prevented? How many thousands 
were saved from drunkard’s 
graves? How many § thousands 
completely reversed their manner 
of living? 

What were the negative results 
achieved on that trail? 

Nobody on earth knows. Billy 
Sunday never knew. Some of the 
greatest, most revolutionary and 
far-reaching results of that trail 
were never reported by the news- 
papers or anybody else. Heaven 
alone knows about them. How 
many hundreds sat in those ser- 
vices and, without raising a hand, 
without speaking to anybody, 
without “hitting the trail,’ decid- 
ed right there and then to com- 
pletely change their manner of 
living? How many sat there in 
silence and definitely decided to 
preach the Gospel? I know ‘of one 
who did. There must have been 
hundreds of others. 


And what would have been the 
condition of the churches in Amer- 
ica without Billy Sunday’s meet- 
ings? Did you ever think of that? 
Mr. McLoughlin discusses this im- 
portant question. He refers to 


else 
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what Ray Stannard Baker, Wood- 
row Wilson’s official biographer, 
said about the condition of the 
churches when he, Baker, was do- 
ing research work for a book in 
1910. He quotes Baker as saying: 
x . if it were possible to sum up 
in a few, words the one thing that 
has most impressed me in visiting 
churches and talking with church 
leaders in various parts of the 
country, I think I should say: “The 
utter confusion of counsel among 
the church leaders themselves.’ ”’ 

Baker went on to say that e- 
veryone was aware of the serious- 
ness of the churches’ plight, but 
no two preachers could agree on 
what should be done about it. The

They never got very far with 
this. Mr. McLoughlin takes no 
stock at all in it. He shows that 
Sunday’s meetings were arranged 
for from one to two year’s in ad- 
vance, and that where a meeting 
was held during a strike it was 
purely coincidental. And as for his 
rbeing a “big business” man, his 
success was due to the fact that 
his campaigns stood between the 
Salvation Army and the aristo- 
cratic church people. Billy Sunday 
spoke to the great middle class of 
the United States. He was one of 
them. His whole life and thought 
were middle class—the backbone 
of any civilization. 

The atmosphere of Billy Sun- 
day’s revivals never was what 
zeorge Bellows’ sensational draw- 
ings represented them to be. On 
the contrary, the Billy Sunday 
audiences were the most orderly 
of any meeting in town. Mr. Mc- 
Loughlin is impressed with this. 
“In reality,” he says, “Sunday’s 
revivals were models of controlled 
mass response in which there was 
no place for idiosyncratic indivi- 
dual reactions.” Billy Sunday ap- 
pealed to the intellect and the 
will; He appealed to the deepest 
and best in man. 

To sum up the criticisms: Billy 
Sunday was not criticized about 
anything that every other evan- 
gelist, including Moody, Torrey and 
Chapman, was not criticized about. 
There was more criticism of him 
because there was more of him 
and his meetings. It was wholly a 
question of degree. 


The record shows, and shows 
from beginning to end, that the 


mistakes and failings of Billy Sun- 
day (and there were many) were 
the mistakes and failings of a man 
of sincerity and character, not the 
mistakes and failings of a mounte- 
bank, mercenary or hypocrite. It 
has never been recorded in the 
history of the world that a char- 
latan has ever done what “Billy 
Sunday did. Only genuine charac- 
ter can stand up against the strain 
of 40 years. George Creel was one 
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of the leading newspaper report- 
ers from 1915-18. He didn’t like 
Billy Sunday in a good many ways. 
Creel said on one occasion that 
Sunday was the tool of “special 
privilege,” and he called his meet- 
ings a “Salvation Circus.” But 
here is what Creel said before 
it was all over: “To attack Billy 
Sunday as insincere and hypo- 
critical is as false as it is unfair. 
The man has made too many 
sacrifices ... Criticism of him on 
the score of cupidity is likewise 
without foundation. He has made 
money, to be sure, but not’ one- 
tenth of the money he could make 
if he were greedy and self-seek- 
ing.” 

Sunday’s real character was re- 
vealed when the crowds left him. 
He could have “saved face” by 
remaining at home and enjoying 
himself. He refused to do it. He 
preached wherever he could and 
as often as he could. He refused 
to water down his Gospel to please 
the modernists and the compromi- 
He denounced modernism

No matter, he preached 
with all the strength and ear- 
nestness that God gave him. He 
did it everywhere. In the middle 
of a sermon in the First Fed- 
erated Church of Des Moines in 
1933, Sunday was seized with a 
heart attack. He thought it was 
his finish. Pointing to the crowd, 


he gasped at Harry Clark, his 
song leader: “Don’t let them go. 
They’re lost. Give them the in- 


vitation. I’d rather die on my feet 
seeing them come than quit. Har- 
ry, don’t let the people go with- 
out me having at least one from 
this meeting to go into the pres- 
ence of God with.” 

Mr. McLoughlin tells us that, 
as the choir struck up an invita- 
tion hymn, Clark put his hand in 
Sunday's. “He must have thought 
that somebody had taken his hand 
to make a decision for Christ,” 
said Clark, “for he said, “Thank 
God.’ ” 

Charlatans don’t act like that. 


Had Billy Sunday not been a 
man of deep and genuine charac- 
ter, had his faith not been 
grounded in Christ, he never 
could have lived under the per- 
sonal tragedies that were his in 
his last days, not to mention 
having preached under them. He 
was a lonely, brokenhearted, sad 
and wistful man. But still he went 
on—appealing to mefi everywhere 
to come to Christ. 


Billy Sunday’s personal life was 
pure and good. He loved one wo- 
man—-the only one he ever loved. 
No enemy, however fanatical and 
bitter, ever did charge him with 
being unfaithful to his family. Bil- 
ly Sunday never in his life had 
any ‘“‘woman trouble.” He lived in 
fellowship with Christ. He main- 
tained that iellowship by prayer 
and the daily reading and study 
of the Bible. He spent most of his 
time away from his meetings in 
bed, where he did most of his 
work. He had a little pocket Testa- 
ment which he kept in the pocket 
of his pajamas. It was always get- 
ting lost in the bed, and Mrs. 
Sunday was always finding it for 
him. He never was without his 
little Testament. 


I have a letter from Mrs. Sun- 
day, written years ago, about that 
last afternoon and evening he 
spent on earth. They were living 
upstairs in her brother’s Chicago 
home. She had left Mr. Sunday-in 
bed; he had been ill for days. She 
was down.in the greenhouse work- 
ing .with the flowers. It was on 
the afternoon of November 6, 
1935. After a while, Sunday came 
down. He had gotten up and shav- 
ed and dressed. Mrs. Sunday gently 
scolded him for doing so. “I just 
wanted to come down where you 
were.” She got him a rocking 
chair, and spread a blanket over 
him. “I feel so comfortable now.” 


As evening came on, they went 
back upstairs to their room. He 
wanted a bowl of rice flakes and 
milk for his supper. She prepared 
it for him, and after eating, he 
lay his head down on his pillow. 
Mrs. Sunday went to the desk to 
attend to some mail. All was quiet. 
Suddenly he tried to raise his head, 
and cried, ‘Ma, I’m getting dizzy.” 
When she reached him he had laid 
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statements by Mr. Outler. The 
article was returned by the edit- 
or with the statement that “he 
would be glad to publish a com- 
ment from me in a paragraph or 
two,” in which of course no ade- 
quate reply could be made.

It so happens that Dr. F. S.

I was saved when I was 15. But 
in Chattanooga, three years later, 
I never could have convinced any- 
body that I had ever 
religion. I had never known any- 
thing about real Christian liv- 
ing, and I had never heard it 
Suggested by any human being 
that I would ever preach the Gos- 
pel. The thought had never oc- 
curred to me. 


Sitting there in Billy Sunday’s | 


meeting one night, while he was 
closing’ the sermon with a prayer, 
I told the Lord that if He would 
help me back to shore I would 
preach the Gospel as long as I 
lived. I meant it. I never raised 
my hand. I never spoke to any- 
body. Nobody spoke to me. I never 
went down the “trail.” 

And that is one promise I have 
kept, through sunshine and storm. 
I intend to keep it as long as I 
live, I have baptized a great 
throng of people. I had a letter 
this week from Detroit, from a 
man in one of Temple Baptist 
Church’s Bible classes. He told me 
how he was saved in one of my 
meetings more than 25 years ago. 
I remembered him; I had worked 
hard to land him. Had it not been 
for Billy Sunday, he wouldn't be 
saved, and he wouldn’t be an 
active Christian in Detroit. I have 
the best of reasons, as he does, 
to believe that he would be in 
Hell. Whatever contribution I 
have made to the Baptist Bible 
Fellowship, and whatever I have 
been able by God’s grace to do 
through The Tribune, is due to 
Billy Sunday.

Proof From Its Acceptance 
by Christ 

No word of Christ calls in ques- 
tion the genuineness of any book 
of the Bible, and He distinctly as- 
signs several parts of Scripture 
to the writers whose names they 
bear. He quotes from it again and 
again as a matter of fact and 
shows how the Old TeStament 
prophecy is fulfilled in Himself, 
Vindicates His teaching and claims 
by reference to the Scripture and 
enjoins obedience to the law. 
“Have ye not read that which was 
spoken unto you by God, saying,

Il. The Authenticity of 
the Scriptures 
Proofs From Archaeology 


Startling indeed have been. the 
revelations of archaeology during 
recent years. The spade of the 
Christian explorer has uncovered 
absolute and incontrovertible evi- 
dences of the literal authenticity 
of the Word of God. As the coal 
has been stored away by provi- 
dence against a day of cold, so, 
it would seem that this evidence 
has been stored away beneath the 
soil of Eastern lands against a day 
of doubt. The sources here again 
are vast. All we can do here is 
to select a few instances to serve 
as illustrations, 


The Moabite Stone. This. was, 


discovered at Dibon, east of the 
Jordan, in 1868. This stone was set 
up by King Misha about 850 B.C. 
to signalize his deliverance from 
the yoke of Omri, King of Israel. 
The stone bears an extensive in- 
scription upon it. In comparing 
this with II Kings 3:4-27, we find 
a parallel account which dovetails 
in with this in a most remarkable 
manner. 


The Store Cities of Pithom 
and Rameses. In 1883 there was 
uncovered, a short distance east of 
Bubastis, the remains of vast 
vaults, which had evidently serv- 
ed as receptacles for storing grain 
preparatory to supplying military 
and other expeditions setting out 
for Palestine and the far east. Un- 
wittingly the engineers of the rail- 
road had named the Station Rame- 
ses. But from the _ inscriptions 
which were found it is seen that 
the original name was Pithom 
and its founder was none other 
’ than Rameses II and it proves to 
be the very place where it is said 
in the Bible that the children of 
Israel “built for Pharaoh store 
cities, Pithom and Rameses” 
(Exod. 1:11). 

The places, peoples and events 
of the Bible narrative are now be- 
ing thus identified. The comple- 
tion of the whole list of identifica- 
tions is rapidly approaching and 


the collection of these identifica- 
tions has given us anew, from 
entirely independent testimony of 
archaeology, the whole outline of 
biblical narrative and its surround- 
ings, at once, the necessary mat- 
erial for this historical imagina- 
tion and the surest foundation of 
apologetics. It is the identifica- 
tions which differentiate history 
from myth, geography from the 
“land of nowhere,” the record of 
events from tales of what “never 
was,”’ Scripture from folklore, and 
the Gospel of the Saviour of the 
world from the delusions of hope. 
Absolute truth in local details, a 
thing which cannot possibly be in- 
vented, when it is spread over a 
history covering many centuries, 
is proof absolute as to the truth 
of things related. Such proof we 
have for every part of the Bible. 
In Genesis we have glimpses of 
ancient life more than a thousand 
years before Herodotus, “the 
father of ancient history,” was 
born, and the evidence of the mon- 
uments and documents of those 
early days prove to us that these 
glimpses were given correctly. In 
the face of such facts, how can 
men who are supposed to be learn- 
ed in the field of Christian evi- 
dences tell us that the narratives 
of the Old Testament are based 
upon legend and myth? 


Proof From the Fulfillment 
of Prophecy 


Here again we are in another 
vast field. Volumes could be writ- 
ten to show how divine predic- 
tions written in the Bible have 
passed into history. 


Detailed knowledge centuries in 
advance of events is the test of 
the prophet. “Produce your cause, 
saith the Lord; let them bring 
them forth and show us what shall 
happen .. . show the things that 
are to come hereafter, that we 
may know that ye are gods” 
(Isa, 41:21-23). This is Jehovah's 
challenge to the idol-gods of Baby- 
lon to predict future events. He 
alone can do that. The Lord can 
declare the end from the begin- 
ning, and make known things that 
are not yet done. 


Other nations possess books of 
a religious character, called “sac- 
red books.”’ Not one of them con- 
tains any predictions concerning 
the future. If the authors of these 
writings had attempted to foretell 
the future, they would have there- 
by furnished the strongest evi- 
dence of their deceptions. The 


Bible is the ONLY book in the 
world which contains predictions. 

But prophecy opens with the 
first chapters of the Bible, and 
like a stream deepening and wid- 
ening as it flows, swells imto a 
vast river as it descends the cent- 
uries until at the end of four 
thousand years it utters its clos- 
ing and most sublime sentence in 
the last chapter of the Apocalypse. 
All we can do here is to select 
from hundreds of fulfilled proph- 
ecies recorded a few to serve as 
illustrations. 


Prophecies Concerning Christ. 
Centuries before His advent, it was 
foretold that He should be born 
of the tribe of Judah of the house 
of David. He should be born of a 
virgin in a town named Bethle- 
hem, that He should be a man of 
poverty and of sorrows, that He 
should be rejected by His own 
people, condemned, crucified, num- 
bered with the transgressors; that 
lots should be cast for His vesture; 
that not a bone of His body should 
be broken; that He should be buri- 
ed with the rich, rise again and 
ascend into Heaven. There are 
over sixty specific prophecies con- 
cerning Him which have been lit- 
erally fulfilled, We have given but 
a few. 


Prophecies Concerning the Jews. 
In Deuteronomy 28:64-67 we read: 

“And Jehovah shall scatter you 
among all peoples, from one end 
of the earth even unto the other 
end of the earth. .. .And among 
these nations thou shalt find no 
ease and there shall be no rest 
for the sole of thy foot.” 

The history of the Jews through- 
out the whole world and in every 
age since their dispersion verifies 
the most minute predictions con- 
cerning them. They have been driv- 
en from all places of the world 
through misery and persecution, 
and torrents of their own blood. 
They are the “enigma of history,” 
the Ishmaelites of the world. 


Prophecies Concerning Tyre. In 
Ezekiel 26:4,5, we read: 

“And they shall destroy the 
walls of Tyrus and break down 
her towers; I will also scrape her 
dust from her and make her like 
a top of a rock. It shall be a 
place for the spreading of nets 
in the midst of the sea,” 

At the time this prophecy was 
spoken, Tyre was perhaps the most 
splendid city in the world, but 
because of her sin this doom was 
spoken. The city has now entire- 
ly disappeared. Alexander scraped 
off the dust of old Tyre to build 
his causeway, and fishermen may 
now be seen bleaching their nets 
upon the rock where the city once

which ran beside the slippery act | 


I might have been caught on the 
thorns and brush so I could never 
get away. Or the wolves of that 
wilderness might have caught me 
and devoured me. I realized my 
desperate plight, and my pitiful 
bleating echoed through the 
mountains as I made my way 
back to the Shepherd. 


“At last I found Him! At first 
He would not listen to my pitiful 
cries. He insisted first that I must 
show more humility, more evi- 
dence of repentance. But at last I 
‘wept my way to Calvary.’ At last 
I was able to ‘pray through.’ At 
last the Shepherd agreed to take 
me, but I must follow Him care- 
fully home. 


“So I am following the Shep- 
herd home. I am fully resolved to 
‘hold out faithful.’ I am _ fully 
resolved to make the fold my 
eternal home. I believe that the 
Shepherd has already done His 


—— 


part and now it depends wholly 
on me as to whether I get to the 
fold. The road following the Shep- 
herd is rough, but I intend to be 
faithful so the Shepherd will not 
cast me off. 

“When I get back to the fold 
I am going to call all the other 
sheep together and tell them to 
rejoice with me because I made it 
home. By my faithfulness, by my 
perseverance, by enduring to the 
end, I shall have safely ,reached 
the fold.” 

How shockingly different is 
that parable, as told by the sheep! 
But with a little careful thought 
many readers will recognize the 
supposed language of the lost 
sheep as the usual talk of many 
Christians. 

Many Christians talk about how 
they found the Saviour, not how 
the Saviour found them. They 
speak as if they were getting safe

Within fifty years after these 
words were spoken the city of 
Jerusalem was reduced to dust by 
the armies of Titus so completely 
that not one stone remained upon 
another. 

Were there no other line of evi- 
dence than that of prophecy ful- 
filled, this alone would be amply 
sufficient to establish the Scrip- 
tures as the sure Word of God. 


Proofs From Adaptation to 
Human Needs and Huntan 
Experience 


In the God of whom the Scrip- 
tures teach the deepest intellectual 
and spiritual needs of men are met. 
At this fountain, and this alone, 
the yearnings of the soul are sat- 
isfied. The truths of the Scripture 
are also verified by human experi- 
ence. Throughout these writings 
promises are made: comfort to the 
mourner; guidance to the wander- 
er; pardon to the sinner; peace to 
the distracted; grace to the saint. 
Hundreds of millions of witnesses 
from all classes and ages have 
risen to testify to the fulfillment of 
these promises, wherever and 
whenever the moral conditions 
have been met, 


Proofs From Successful 
Propagation 

The religion inaugurated by an 
obscure youth and espoused by a 
few humble peasants and fisher- 
man has multiplied its votaries 
into hundreds of millions while 
other religions have come and 
gone. This brook breaking out on 
the hills of Bethlehem has become 
a mighty river system with its 


' tributaries everywhere. This stone, 
hewn out of the 


mountainside, 
has rolled on until it is filling the 
world. 


Every possible barrier has been 
raised in its way—the arm of em- 
pires and the sword of persecution. 
Every possible resource of pen 
and brain has been laid under 
tribute to oppose it. All antiquity 
has been ramsacked, all history 
unraveled, all hate invoked, all 
sophistries resorted to, all passions 
summoned to give deadlines to the 
aim. Yet this religion goes on, 
overturning empires, turning the 
streams of history into new chan- 
nels, conquering the world and 
changing its name to Christendom. 
Are world-wide and age-long re- 
ults like these the fruits of clever- 
ly woven tissue of lies, a system 
of falsehoods? 


III. The Authority of the 
Scriptures 


The authority of the Scriptures 
is established by the establishment 
of divine inspiration—they are the 
voice of God. This voice comes to 
uS announced by miracles and 
heralded with fire. Their authority 
is established by the establishment 
of their authenticity which has 
been proven by the revelations of 
archaeology, the fulfillment of 
prophecy, their meeting of the 
deepest human needs and the testi- 
mony of human experience. Were 
further evidence needed we might 


speak of the transcendent system 
of doctrine, their perfect system of 
ethics, their dealing with the in- 
finities—infinite guilt, infinite holi- 
ness and infinite atonement—a 
book must itself be infinite which 
deals with the infinitudes. With 
these, authority sets her seals— 
she needs no other credentials! In 
the presence of authority like this, 
it becomes men to tread softly. 
In the presence of authority like 
this, the mere opinions of men, no 
matter how firmly they may feel 
they are based, fade away like 
mist upon the mountainside. 

It is an unpleasent duty in this 
place to speak concerning those 
men in pulpit and university who 
persist in telling the uninformed, 
but spiritually hungry multitude 
who are ever feeling for a rock of 
certainty upon which they may 
stand amid the ethical to which 
they may anchor as the evening 
shadows approach, that the Scrip- 
tures are inspired, but like all 
other good books; that they are 
authentic but not as _ history, 
only as the myths of Greece and 
Babylon—merely- folklore and 
legend; that they speak with 
authority, but merely the authori- 
ty of enlightened men. These 
men embarrass the Christian 
religion more than open bias- 
phemies. Their position and pre- 
sumed learning gives them in- 
fluence as they mine from within 
and as they undermine the faith 
of the uninformed. While these 
vandals may weaken or wreck the 
faith of individuals concerning the 
future of the Scriptures there is no 
need for fear. The results of Chris- 
tain scholarship only confirm the 
Scriptures and as for the attack 
of the irresponsible iconoclast we 
have no fear. 

“Hammer away ye hostile bands; 

Your hammers’ break—God’s 

anvil stands!” 


Some of these men were found 
in the church in the time of Bishop 
Foster, and nearly fifty years ago 
he wrote of them in his volume 
entitled, The Supernatural Book— 
“they stab the Christ of God so 
deftly, with such a Judas kiss, with 
such honeyed words of compli- 
ment, right in the house of His 
friends. Who dare say that the 
Christ of Calvary was never more 
murderously hung upon the gibbet, 
more murderously put to death, 
than He is now by these high 
priests of the liberal faith, who 
crucify Him every Lord’s day, 
driving the stiletto, after the pray- 
er and the hymn, through the 
pericardium to the center of the 
heart! Surely it is a misnomer to 
call the liberalism which denies 
the supernaturalism of the pro- 
phecies, and the fact of miracles, 
Christianity. If the name of Christ 
must be associated with it let it 
be called instead of ‘Liberal Chris- 
tianity,’ ‘the un-Christian Creed’ 
or the ‘Church of the Crucifixion 
of Christ.’ If it must clothe it- 
self in forms of worship for any 
reason, let its sacred places be 
styled something that indicates 
that they are infidel temples, in 
Which Christ is specifically tra- 
duced and rejected, spit upon and 
condemned. . . .or it be called the 
Temple of Reason and restore the 
name adopted in France in .the 
heyday of the illuminati during 
the Reign of Terror—the Worship 
of Reason.”

3. The Sheep Did Not Follow 
the Shepherd Home: He Was 
Carried on the Shepherd’s 
Shoulders! 


I could imagine the shepherd 
angrily driving the sheep before 
him, threatening the poor sheep 
with his rod, and belaboring it 
every time it got out of the trail. 
And I could imagine that finally 
the shepherd's patience might be 
exhausted and he might say to 
the wilful sheep, “Go on in the 
wilderness, then, if you must, and 
be lost. I will chase you no more! 
You're not worth saving anyway!” 
But I am thinking of a human 
shepherd, when I think that way, 
and not of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
And that. is not the picture given 
us here by the Saviour Himself. 
Rather He said, “And when he 
hath found it, he layeth it on his 
shoulders, rejoicing. And when he 
cometh home, he calleth together 
his friends and neighbours, saying 
unto them, Rejoice with me; for I 
have found my sheep which was 
lost.” 

Oh, my heart leaps for joy as 
I realize that I am not struggling 
on toward Heaven. I am not a 
“way-worn traveler” trying to 
make my way to Heaven, My 
setting. to Heaven does not depend 
on my walk, on my struggling, 
on my faithfulness. I am not fol- 
lowing the Saviour to Heaven. 
In the matter of salvation I am 
not even walking; I am being car- 
red! The Shenherd picked un the 
sheep and laid it on His shoulders 
behind His neck. With one hand 
He grasped the front feet of the 


sheep and with the other hand, on 


the other side, He grasped the 
hind feet of the sheep. And thus 
the Shepherd plodded the long 
weary path back to the fold. Get- 
ting home safely depended on the 
Shepherd, not on the sheep.

one praises the poor dumb sheep. 
The sheep is fortunate, wonderful- 
ly blessed, to be safe home in the 
fold instead of lost and dying out 
in the wilderness alone. But the 
sheep deserves no credit, and gets 
no credit for arriving safe at the 
fold. All the praise belongs to the 
shepherd! 

When God formed the wonderful 
plan of salvation He had in mind 
what would happen in eternity. 
He planned that in the countless 
ages of eternity the Lord Jesus 
Christ should have the preemin- 
ence over all things. It was plan- 
ned that to Him every knee should 
bow and every tongue confess. 
And so we are told, “For by grace 
are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves: it is the 
gift of God: not of works, LEST 
ANY MAN SHOULD BOAST.” 
God determined ahead of time 
that He would not have us poor 
sinners boasting in Heaven! The 
only bragging there will be in 
Heaven will be bragging on the 
Lord Jesus Christ! And every one 
of us who gets to Heaven will 
know that we ought to be in Hell, 
that it would have been our just 
deserts, and that only the faith- 
fulness of Jesus: Christ, His un- 
failing mercy, could have gotten us 
to Heaven. 

An old song says, 


“Jesus paid it all, 
All to Him I owe; 
Sin has left a crimson stain. 
He washed it white as snow.” 


That pictures the only way any- 
body was ever saved. But some- 
one has lightly paraphrased that 
old song to make it fit those who 
think they are saving themselves 
or keeping themselves saved by 
their good deeds,’ by their per- 
severance, by their holding out 
faithful. That paraphrase goes 
this way: 


“Jesus paid a part, 
And I a part, you know. 
Sin had left a little stain, 
We washed it white as snow.” 


That paraphrase, if it represents 
the true heart-attitude of any- 
body, is blasphemy. Sin did not 
leave a little stain; it left a crim- 
son stain. Jesus did not pay for a 
part of salvation; He paid it all. 


\ 
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It is not we, but it is He, who 
washed us white as snow. So when 
the sheep got home to the fold 
and was put down from the shep- 
herd’s shoulder, I suppose he baa- 
ed gratefully, nuzzled the other 
sheep in glad recognition, and 
crowded to the feed-trough. And I 
can imagine that after that he 
stayed as close to the shepherd as 
he could. And when I get to Heav- 
en I will rejoice, I will greet my 
loved ones and acquaintances 
happily, and worship the King. 
And never, through the years of 
eternity, will I take any credit. 
Oh, beloved Christians, when we 
get to Heaven we would rather 
have our tongues torn out of our 
resurrected bodies than to take 
any of the praise and glory that 
properly belongs to the Lord 
Jesus Christ! And God grant we 
may begin to feel something of 
the same attitude here. Salvation 
is wholly of grace, and it is not of 
works lest any man should boast! 

In Revelation 5:8, we have a 
scene from the future revealed. 
There we are told of how four 
great living creatures, angelic be- 
ings (wrongly translated beasts) 
and twenty-four elders will praise 
the Lord Jesus. Meditate on these 
striking words: 

“And when he had taken the 
book, the four beasts and four 
and twenty elders fell down be- 
fore the Lamb, having every one 
of them harps, and golden vials 
full of odours, which are the pray- 
ers of saints. And they sung a 
new song, saying, Thou art worthy 
to take the book, and to open 
the seals thereof: for thou wast 
slain, and hast redeemed us to 
God by thy blood out of every 
kindred, and tongue, and people, 
and nation,” 

And following that passage we 
are told that the voice of many 
angels, ‘ten thousand times ten 
thousand, and thousands of thou- 
sands” will praise the Lamb with 
a loud voice, saying, 

“Worthy is the Lamb that was 
slain to receive power, and riches, 
and wisdom, and strength, and 
honor, and glory and blessing” 
(verse 12). 

Then we are told in verse 13, 

“And every creature which is 
in heaven, and on the earth, and 
under the earth, and such as are 
in the sea, and all that are in 
them, heard I saying, Blessing, 
and honour, and glory, and power, 
be unto him that sitteth upon the 
throne, and unto the Lamb for 
ever and ever.” 

In the midst of that marvelous 
chorus in Heaven, including all the 
seraphim and cherubim, including 
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millions of angels, including the 
redeemed, including every beast of 
the earth and air and sea, do you 
think you will raise your puny 
voice in discord to praise your- 
self instead of the Saviour? Do 
you think God will allow any per- 
son to say, “I persevered; I held 
out faithful; I lived a good life; I 
endured to the end. And because 
of my faithfulness I got to Heav- 
en”? God forbid it! No, salvation 
is wholly of grace, and “not of 
works lest any man should boast.” 
I was that poor lost sheep! The 
Saviour loved me and found me 
and saved me! He laid me on His 
shoulders rejoicing. He carries me 
there today! I do not deserve sal- 
vation, but I already have it. I 
do not deserve to get to Heaven, 
but I will get there. I will not 
get to Heaven by walking nor 
running nor following, but I will 
be carried there, safe on the strong 
shoulders of the Son of God, my 
Saviour, my great Shepherd. 
These words by Horatius Bonar 
express my own heart’s cry to- 
day: 


“I was a wandering sheep, 
I did not love the fold, 

I did not love my Shepherd's voice, 
I would not be controlled; 

I was a wayward child, 
I did not love my home, 

I did not love my Father’s voice, 
I loved afar to roam. 


“The Shepherd sought His sheep, 
The Father sought His child; 
They followed me o’er vale and hill, 
O’er deserts waste and wild; 

They found me nigh to death, 
Famished, and faint, and lone; 
They bound me with the bands of 
love, 
They saved the wandering one. 


“I was a wandering sheep, 
I would not be controlled; 
But now I love the Shepherd's 
voice, 
I love, I love the fold! 
I was a wayward child; 
I once preferred to roam; 
But now I love my Father’s voice, 
I love, I love His home!”

where he faces his sins and re- 
ceives the Lord Jesus Christ as 
his own personal Saviour. Re- 
pentance toward God and faith 
toward our Lord Jesus Christ are 
inseparable. 

Then again, there are many 
passages in the Bible touching 
upon that life which we receive 
from God through faith in our 
Lord Jesus Christ by which we 
know that it is not of a forfeitable 
nature. It is eternal life, and 
therefore when once we are saved, 
we are saved forevermore. Some 
people object to this. They tell 
us that they do not believe in 
the doctrine of eternal security, 
and they think that they have 
valid grounds for refusing it for 
there are a great many Scriptures 
that warn believers of the danger 
of losing their reward, and one 
of the texts taken today suggests 
the possibility of becoming a cast- 
away. Some feel that to insist 
that believers once born again 
have a life which can never be 
destroyed is to give license for 
sin. We have even heard of pro- 
fessed Christians glorying in this 
doctrine and saying, “I have been 
saved; at such and such a time 
I took Christ as my Saviour, and 
I know I am saved for eternity. 
It doesn’t make any difference 
now how I live or behave myself. 
I can never be lost; my soul is 
forever secure.” Frankly, I have 
never heard anybody actually say 
this, but others have told me that 
they have listened to people speak 
in this way. I should not be sur- 
prised if this were really true, for 
some folks are always ready to 
misuse any doctrine of Scripture. 

We are warned against those 
who would turn the grace of God 
into laciviousness. I do not ques- 
tion the fact that there is an ele- 
ment of danger in proclaiming 
the doctrine of eternal security, 
precious as it is, to unsaved or 
unspiritual people. Scripture not 
only tells us that “he that hath 
begun a good work in you will 
perform it unto the day of Jesus 
Christ,” but it also declares, “He 
that endures unto the end, the 
same shall be saved”; and it 
speaks of the danger of becoming 
a castaway. 


What a Christian May Lose 
by Sin 

While a child of God can never 
lose eternal life, and no power in 
earth or Hell can pluck him out 
of the hand of Christ and of God 
the Father, there is a great deal 
that he may lose. The New Testa- 
ment particularly tells us of many 
important things which we may 


lose, even though already saved, | 


if we are not careful to walk in 


sinner. You have rone away from | obedience to the revealed will of 


the Shepherd. You 
to your own way. You are self- 
willed and stubborn, and you think 
that your way is the right way. 
You are a poor lost sheep! You 
need the Saviour. 


He has come for you today. The 
dear Shepherd has bleeding hands 
and bleeding feet, for as Jesus 
Himself said, “I am the good shep- 
herd: the good shepherd giveth 
his life for the sheep” (John 10:

The moment you ac- 
cept Him as your own Saviour, 
depending on Him for forgiveness, 
then He is your Saviour, your 
Shepherd, and you are lost no 
more, but are found! 


If you will take Christ as your 
own Saviour, then, I beg you, 
write and tell me so, and how glad 
I will be! I will write you a letter 
of instruction and encouragement. 
And when you have settled it de- 
finitely, then tell your loved ones 
and confess Christ openly and set 
out to live for the dear Saviour

ment of His fellowship; and that 
is a very serious loss for any 
Christian. To have trusted in 
Christ, to have turned at one 
time from the world and then not 
to go in fellowship with God is 
a very solemn thing indeed. When 
one who has known the -Lord be- 
comes cold in heart toward Him 
and seeks again to enjoy the 
world from which he was once 
delivered rather than to find his 
soul’s satisfaction in Christ alone, 
he is in a very bad way indeed. 
Then secondly, we may lose our 
testimony, and that too is a very 
serious thing, for we who are 


saved have been left in the world 
to bear witness to Christ and to 
make known to others the saving 
power of our adorable Lord. The 
Christian who has failed so sadly 
as to lose the confidence of the 
very people to whom he seeks to 
testify for God is one to be sorely 
pitied. As an example, think of 
Lot in Sodom, whom Scripture 
calls a righteous man. Probably 
we would never have so reckoned 
him had not God Himself thus 
spoken of Him, but note how he 
lost his testimony by his worldly 
life. When judgment was about 
to come upon Sodom and, sent 
by the angels, he went forth at 
night to urge his daughters and 
his sons-in-law to escape from the 
city which was to be destroyed 
on the morrow, we are told that 
“he seemed as one that mocked 
unto his sons in law.” To them 
he appeared to be an insane man. 
The reason was they had never 
before seen him so desperately in 
earnest. They had never known 
him to be so fervent as he was 
that night. They could not be- 
lieve that what he told them was

true. They thought there was 
something queer about him, that 
he was wrong in the head, that 
he had been deluded, because for 
the first time since they had 
known him, he was so dead in 
earnest, You see, he had had no 
testimony for so long, it was no 
wonder they thought it strange 
that he should be so aroused at 
last. And they refused to accept 
his warning, and died when the 
people of Sodom were destroyed. 

A child of God who has lost 
his testimony becomes. .a hindrance 
instead of a help. Sinners will 
look at him and say, “If that is 


Christianity, ‘then I don’t think 
much of it.” 
And then, in the third place, 


it is possible to lose rewards at 
the judgment seat of Christ. “Cast 
not away therefore your confi- 
dence, which hath great recom- 
pence of reward.” It is most seri- 
ous for a believer to contemplate 
being saved “but so as by fire;” 
yet Scripture does depict that 
very thing. If a believer’s work 
turns out to be “‘wood, hay, stub- 
ble.” it “shall be made manifest; 
for the day shall declare it, be- 
cause it shall be revealed by fire; 
and the fire shall try every man’s 
work of what sort it If any 
man’s work abide, which he hath 
built thereupon, he shall receive 
a reward. If any man’s work shall 
be burned, he shall suffer loss: but 
he himself shall be saved; yet so 
as by fire.” (I Cor. 3:14, 15). But 
what a solemn thing! How solemn 
to consider going into the Lord's 


is. 


presence empty-handed! ; 
We sing that song “Must I Go 
and Empty-Handed?” The man 
who used those words was one who 
had lived all of his life for the 
world and finally, when he lay on 
his death bed, a relative of mine, 
as I learned some years ago, went 
to him and pointed him to the Sav- 
iour, It was my father’s own 
brother who told the dying man 
of Christ and led him to trust 
Him. The result was that great 
joy came to his heart. But a few 
days later my uncle went again to 
see him, and found him greatly 
troubled in soul instead of rejoic- 


ing. “What is the matter?” he 
asked. “Are you afraid you are 
not saved? Are you afraid to dic | 
and to meet God?” “Oh no,” he 
replied, “It is not that, but I 
have been thinking of how I have} 


wasted my life and now I have no} 
opportunity of doing anything for | 
the One who has saved me, I shall | 
have to go into His presence emp- 
ty-handed.” It was upon this in- 
cident that the song was written: 


“Must I go, and empty-handed; 
Must I meet my Saviour so? 
Not one soul with which to greet 

Him! 
Must I empty-handed go?” 
I believe God put it 
poet’s heart to write that 
and that at the judgment seat of 


preacher who told the‘story.” 

Scripture speaks of the possibil- 
ity of being “saved, but so as 
by fire,” and the man who will 
thus be’ saved is the one who has 
lost his communion with God, has 
given himself to fleshly  indul- 
gence or worldly behavior, thus 
forfeiting the confidence even of 
the world outside, and will have 
to go into the presence of the 
Lord really empty-handed, saved 
himself, but all his works burned 
up. 


What It Means to Be a 
Castaway 

But now, what does Paul mean 
in our text when he speaks of 
the possibility of being a _ cast- 
away? I think we have an an- 
swer in the story of Samson which 
I want you to consider with me 
for a little while 

Samson was the child of godly 
parents, and his parents received 
him as a special gift from God, 
as an answer to prayer. The name 
“Samson” means “sunshine” or 
“sunlight.” Have you ever seen a 
bright, happy child whom they 
called “Sunshine”? Samson means 
just that. When Manoah and his 
wife received this little lad from 
the Lord, they said, “This is the 
sunshine of our home,” and they 
gave him that name. But little 
“Sunshine” grew up and, though 
mightily used of God for a time, 
ended with blinded eyes. This Sun- 
shine, who brought such joy into 
that home, failed, and failed terri- 
bly because he did not do what 
Paul says he had to do—keep. his 
body under. 


Paul means here our literal, 
physical bodies. He says, “But I 
keep under my body and bring it 
into subjection, lest I should, after 
all my work, after all my labors, 
when I have preached to others, 
I myself should be a castaway.” 
He was not speaking about being 
sent to Hell or being put out of 
the family of God, but about the 
servant of God who cannot be used 
any more because he has failed 
so terribly, and will come to the 
judgment seat of Christ without 
any reward. Paul says he does not 
want to be caught that way. 


If Samson.in his day had only 
remained to the last the simple, 
dependent man of God that he was 
in the beginning, what a different 
story we would have to tell con- 
cerning his last days! He was 
called by the Spirit of God-to de- 
liver Israel. He was a man of faith; 
there is no question about that. 
In the eleventh chapter of He- 
brews we are distinctly told that 
he was a man of faith, In verse 
32 we read: “And what shall I 
more say? for the time would fail 
me to tell of Gideon, and of Barak,

I used to think that the thief 
who was saved on the cross would 
not have any reward for service 
because he was saved at the last 
moment and there seemed to be 
no opportunity to do anything for 
Christ, but I have changed my 
mind completely about that. I 
feel certain now that he will have 
a very rich reward, and I believe 
that I have had the privilege of 
helping to procure it for him. 
Every little while I, as do thou- 
sands of other ministers, preach 
on the dying thief’s confession, 
and I believe that every time I, 
or any other preacher, tell that 
story and a poor sinner comes to 
the Lord, He will remember that, 
and at the judgment seat of 
Christ our blessed Saviour will 
turn to that erstwhile thief and 
say to him, “I am going to give 
you part of the reward for the 
salvation of that soul. It will be 
divided between you and the

His early days give us an idea 
ot what he might have been if he 
had only remained the devoted 
man he was in his youth. But the 
day came when Samson failed 
God. In failing God, he failed Is- 
rael; and he himself eventually 
became a “castaway.” You know 
his failure. I don’t need to go over 
the story afresh and tell of the 
foolish marriage of Samson to the 
Philistine woman, absolutely con- 
trary to the Word of God. God 
had commanded His people to 
make no marriages with the pagan 
people around them. But Samson 
said to his parents, “I have found 
a Woman down in Timnath of the 
daughters of the Philistines: now 
therefore yet her for me to wife.” 


See where the trouble was? He 
was going to please himself, 
whether it pleased God or not. 


How many other men of God have: 


failed in the same way! How 
many a young man, or woman has 
failed in exactly the same way! 
Many say, “Well, I am going to do 
aS I want to, whether it pleases 
God or’ not.” What a _ terrible 
blunder! What a fatal mistake! 
How many young Christians have 
gone that way today! How many 
have made their plans without ref- 
erence to the Word of God! Hun- 
dreds and thousands of Christians 
over the world seem to ignore the 
fact that it is impossible for a 


child of Light and a child of dark- 


ness to have real fellowship to- 
gether, and after the first fancy 
has passed away, they face being 
linked together for life—a child 
of God and a child of the Devil. 
An old Puritan once said, “If you 
are a child of God and you marry 
a child of the Devil, you can ex- 
pect to have trouble with your 
father-in-law.” It always works 
out that way. Yet, hardly a week 
goes by but we see some young 
Christian entering into such a re- 
lationship. 


That was Samson’s first blun- 
der, but he lost his first wife. His 
father-in-law gave her away to 
another man. Samson should have 
realized that God had intervened. 
Samson was a Nazarite. A Nazar- 
ite was an Israelite who devoted 
himself to God in a peculiar way. 
All the Israelites belonged to God, 
but if one of them wished to dedi- 
cate himself to God in a special 
manner, he took the vow of the 
Nazarite. That meant that during 
the period of his Nazariteship he 
was devoted to God in more than 
an ordinary way. During that 
time he could not eat anything 
that came from the vine; that is, 
he could not partake of the joys 
of this world. He was not to go 
near the dead, not even in the 
case of his father or mother, for 
by sin came death. As an outward 
sign of his vow he was to let his 
hair grow long and not to cut it. 


Samson was a Nazarite to God 
from his birth. And yet, this God- 
separated man violated the Word 
of God, and we find him going into 
the depths of sin. In the first in- 
stance his relation with the Philis- 
tine woman was outwardly sanc- 
tioned by at least a form of mar- 
riage; but in the second instance 
it is an utterly evil relation. You 
would think now that he would 
come to his senses and say, “I am 
going to God, to confess and judge 
my sin and to get right.” But no, 
it is not long until he falls in the 
Same way again and again. We 
talk about sinful habits. No one 
ever fell into sinful habits who did 
not start that way. 


So Samson went on in sin, and 
at last came the entanglement 
with Delilah, a heartless woman 
whose only thought was to get all 
the money she could out of him, 
even to selling him into the hands 
of the Philistines to be put to 
death. The poor fellow no doubt 
thought he loved her, and that she 


loved him. But Delilah is deter- 
mined to betray him into the 
hands of the Philistines, so now 


she says, “I will try to find out 
for you the secret of his strength, 
and, if I can, I will get him to 
tell me. by what means he may 
be deprived of it.’”” When Samson 
comes to see her, she puts on her 


nicest behavior. I can imagine 
Samson saying to her, “Do you 
love me,” and she replies, “Oh 
I admire you so! You are so 


strong, and I admire you so! Sam- 
son, tell me why you are so much 
stronger than other men? Will 
you tell me the secret of your 
great strength?” Samson should 


have sprung up immediately and| 


left her, saying to himself, “I am 
on dangerous ground. I can never 
betray the secret of God to this 
woman.” But instead of that, he 


they were to bind me with seven 
rreen withs that were never dried, 
then shall I be weak, and be as 
another man.” So she waited till 
he slept. Then she went and got 
the withs, probably willows, and 
bound him with them. She had her 
Philistine friends waiting in the 
next room, and just as he began to 
waken, she called, “Samson, the 
Philistines be upon thee!” Spring- 
ing to his feet, he snapped the 
withs asunder, and the Philistines 
did not dare come out to take him. 


But Delilah would not give up, 
and on another day she approach- 
es him and says, “Samson, you 
mocked me. You didn’t tell me the 
truth. Tell me, where does your 
strength lie?” And Samson again 
listens to her, and finally says, 
“Take new ropes that never have 
been used and bind me with them, 
and I will lose my power.” And 
again she got him to sleep and tied 
him with the cords. Again she 
called, “Samson, the Philistines be 
upon thee!” Samson sprang to his 
feet, and snapped the cords asun- 
der. 

A third time he came to her, 
and I think I can just see her 
speaking to him: “Samson, hither- 
to thou hast mocked me and told 


listens to her, and finally says, “If! 


me lies. Tell me wherewith thou 
mightest be bound.”’ He looked up, 
and seeing a weaver’s beam near- 
by, answered her, “If thou weavest 
the seven locks of my head with 
the web.”” Do you see now? He is 
getting dangerously near the se- 
cret of the Lord when speaking of 
that long Nazarite hair, that mark 
of separation to God, Again she 
gets him to sleep, and taking those 
seven locks of hair, she fastens 
them to the weaver’s beam. Then 
she calls for the third time, “Sam- 
son, the Philistines be upon thee!” 
He leaps to his feet and goes out, 
not realizing that he is dragging 
the beam behind him. 


In verse fifteen we see how, day 
after day, she nags him. Every 
time he says to her, “Delilah, you 
have such beautiful eyes,” she re- 
plies, “Yes, but tell me where 
your great strength lies?” Every 
time he gives her a compliment, 
she keeps at it, until the poor man 
is worn out and in despair he says, 
“Well, I might just as well tell 
her.” In verse seventeen we read: 
“Then he told her all his heart 
and said unto her, There hath 
not come a razor upon mine head; 
for I have been a Nazarite unto 
God from my mothers womb: if 
I be shaven, then my strength will 
go from me, and I shall become 
weak, and be like any other man.” 


Think of a confession like that 
in her house! Think of a man 
whose conscience is so dead that 
under such’ circumstances he 
would dare to say, “I am a Naz- 
arite.” It is the very thing that 
Paul says he would never do. 
Samson had given himself up to 
the lusts of the flesh, and yet 
dared to say, “I have been a 
Nazarite unto God.” 


After Delilah saw that she at 
last had the secret, she makes him 
Sleep again. So we see him, sleep- 
ing on the knees of Delilah, just 
as many a child of God is sleeping 
on the knees of the world. After 
he is asleep, she calls a barber and 
commands him to cut off the sev- 
en locks. of hair. Samson does not 
know what is transpiring; he is 
so sound asleep. Then she calls 
him for the fourth time. He 
springs to his feet, and he does not 
even miss the Nazarite hair. “He 
wist not that the Lord was de- 


parted from him.” What does it 
mean? It means that he is a 
“castaway.” 

Oh, my brother, my sister! 


What a terrible thing to be said 
of a Christian—that the Lord has 
departed! Not that the Spirit of 
God leaves him, or that Christ 
gives him up, but that so far as 
God can see him, his testimony is 
gone. God says, “I can no longer 
work through him. I will have to 
give him up.” 

So Samson rose up and went out 
to shake himself as before, but 
before he was hardly aware of 
them, he found himself helpless in 
the hands of his enemies, and he 
was a captive. “And the Philis- 
tines took him and put out his 
eyes.’’ That always happens when 
a man gets away from God; he 
loses his sight. I have known men 
who at one time were mightily 
used of God, and then sin came 
into their lives, sin they did not 
confess to God, and finally He 
said, “I can no longer use you.” 
The Spirit of God gave them up, 
and they became “castaways.” 
Now when I meet them, they will 
say, “Well, I don’t see things as 
I used to see them.” The Philis- 
tines have put out their eyes. 
There are children of God who 
are useless to him because their 
eyes are out. — 


Then what happened? Samson 
became a slave of the Philistines. 
“They bound him with fetters of 
brass.’””’ Where can you get a bet- 
ter picture of the castaway than 
that? God has given him up, the 
Philistines have taken him, his 
sight is gone, his power is gone, 
and he is grinding in the prison 
house. I have seen lots of back- 
sliders like that—once happy with 
the Lord and once mightily used 
of God, now grinding in the prison 
house of the enemies of God. 


But God Can Cleanse and Re- 
store to Fellowship and 
Service the “Castaway” 
Christian 

What a pitiable thing if this 
were the end, but this is not the 
last we hear of Samson. Read the 
next verse. “Howbeit, the hair of 
his head began to grow again after 
he was shaven.” And as that long 


Nazarite hair of his began to come 
out afresh, Samson must have 
gone before God in deep sorrow 
and repentance. 


And then came the day when 
the Philistines were to celebrate, 
and they came to the temple of 
Dagon, after sending word up and 
down the land; came with great 
rejoicing to celebrate the victory 
of Dagon over Jehovah. It was a 
victory which God Himself had 
permitted because of Samson's 
failure to keep his body under. 
So they came to the temple, a 
great crowd on the floor and some 
in the upper. gallery; and there 
was the image of Dagon, and the 
priests of Dagon—all of the people 
rejoicing to think that their god 
had more power than Jehovah, 
the God of the Jews. By doing 
that, they had taken the matter 
out of the hands of Samson, and 
made it a matter to be settled 
between God and Dagon. Now 
God takes up this poor, frail ser- 
vant, and in answer to his petition 
permits him to act for Him. Imag- 
ine Samson on that day. What 
must have been his thought? I feel 
that he must have said to himself 
“I have brought this dishonor to 
the God of Israel by my own 
wretched failure.”’ 


In verse 25 we read, “And it 
came to pass, when their hearts 
were merry, that they said, Call 
for Samson, that he may make us 
sport. And they called for Sam- 
son out of the prison house; and 
he made them sport: and they set 
him between the pillars.” Then 
Samson lifted up his heart to God, 
and back of that prayer there 
must have been bitter confession 
and repentance, “And Samson cal- 
led unto the Lord, and said, O 
Lord GOD, remember me, I pray 
thee, and strengthen me, I pray 
thee, only this once, O God, that 
I may be at once avenged of the 
Philistines for my. two eyes.” He. 
was appointed by God to destroy 
the Philistine enemies of God, and 
now he calls out for one more op- 
portunity to do what he should 
have done before. As the services 
are going on, and the Philistines 
are rejoicing, Samson rests _ be- 
tween the pillars and takes one 
pillar with one arm and one with 
the other. Suddenly, those near 
him notice that he seems to 
tighten his grasp on the pillars. 
Then he bows his shoulders and 
draws the pillars together; and in 
a little while all that is heard are 
the cries of the enemies of God 
and the rending of the walis as 
the building crashes down. “So 
the dead which he slew at his 
death were more than they which 
he slew at his life.” A castaway? 
Yes, but now in mercy restored, 
and still used for the blessing of 
his people. 

In this day, we wrestle not with 
flesh and blood; our enemies are 
not the Philistines. We wrestle 
with wicked spirits in heavenly 
places. And how we need to keep 
right with God so that our spirit- 
ual strength may continue to flow 
in us, that God may use us might- 
ily. If any of us see in S?mson 
the man we might be, let us come 
to the place of confession, repent- 
ance, and self-judgment. For God 
says in I John 1:9, “If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and 
to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” Look to God to make you 
clean and then to use you.
